Gruffydd,son of Cynan and Ragnhildr,was born in 
the city of Dublin,Ireland,in 1055,where 
he lived untill he was ninteen years of age, He 
died in Wales in 1137;married in 1095,in Wales 
to Angharad,of Tegainge,the daughter of Owain,ap 
Uchtryd,a descendant of Rhodri Mawr. Gruffydd 
spent his early life in Ireland,but as he grew 
older and learnt the history of his homeland,his 
eyes turn more and more to Wales,and to the king- 
dom of which he was heir, In 1075,at the age of 
20 ,Gruffydd went into battle to obtain his right- 
ful kingdomaHe won,and lost again in the same 
year,his kingdom, Gruffydd spent many years in 
prison in the Castle of Chester,where he escaped 
in 1094,with the help of Cynwrig,of Edeyrnion,vho 
carried him off in his fetter while the Burgesses 
vere at their dinner, Gruffydd was restored to 
power in 1097,and reign for forty years,dying in 
1137, He was buried at the Presbytery,of Bangor 
Cathedral,to the left of the High Alter. His son 
Owain, succeed him as Prince of Wales in 1127.

was Giadys, Married,Margaret,the daughter of Madoc 
ap Maredudd. Being the eldest son,he was to heir 
from ‘iis father the titie of Prince,but was set 
‘aside for his brother,David, because of his moth - 
er's lineage. David ruled only a few years and 
lorwerth's son,Llewelyn was chosen to reign. 
Torverth died on January 6,1199,and was buried at 
the Abbey of Aberconvy. 


Llewelyn Fawr,ap Iorwerth,sap Owain Gwynedd, became 
Prince of Gwynedd,North Wales, succeed 
his Uncie David, Born 1173 at Dolwyddelan Castle, 
Died,April 11,1240,married,Joan,the daughter of 
King John,of England,in April 16,1205, Llewelyn 
Was @ dipolomatist,who by skillful manoeuvering, 
1200-1240, gradually secured the allegiance of most 
of Wales,his aim was to abolish the Welsh custom 
by which land was divided between the sons on the 
death of the father,in favor of the eldest son, 
with any dispute to be desided by reference to the 
Prince,vhose power was to be absolute, but as oft- 


en heppons,the son of a great man.may be e failure, 


as was the case with his heir, David. 
Ilewelyn,known as Llewelyn the Great, begun 
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his fighting career at the age of fourteen,and 
was a great leader. In marring Joan he kept the 
peace with England. It was in 1230 when Llewelyn 
discovered Joan's affair with William de Breos, 
(the father-in-law of their son,David )discover- 
ing them at his court at Eastertide,and the con- 
fidence he had placed in Joan as a wife,Friem, 
and faithful supporter,wWas now measured with his 
wrath. He placed Joan in prison and had William 
de Breos hung in the public square on May 25, 
1230,beofore 800 men.Joan was released from pri- 
son before a year had passed,and is believed she 
was forgiven by Llewelyn,for when she died on 
February 2,1237,she was buried near the Prince's 
Manor in Llandoes,but was later removed to the 
church of Beaumaris.

David became Prince of North Wales late in his 
life,and lived only six years as ruler ,leaving 
no heirs. Isabella heired the Castle of Hanerf-

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GRIFFYDD,son of Llewelyn,ap Iorwerth, His mother 
was Tangwystli,daughter of Llwarch,The 
Red of Rhos. Gruffydd died March 1,1244+,London, 
England, He married Serena,and had five children. 
Being the illigitimate son of Llewelyn he was 
refused his rights to heir as the first born son. 
The Belsh law recognised him as the lawful heir 
but his father was determine to have his second 
son,David,by his wife Joan(daughter of King John 
of England)to heir. Conflict arose between fath- 
her and son,and Gruffydd was put into prison at 
Degarnwy for six years by his father. In 1234 
Gruffydd was released and given some land at LL- 
it his brother David,under his new authority 
striped Gruffydd of his land and again had him 
placed in prison,at Criccieth,where he remained 
‘i111 1241 ,when King Henry,of England sent his 
Reval Army to force David to release Gruffydd 
te him,only to prison him again,in the Tower of 
Lenéon. It was on March 1,1244 when Gruffydd 
grew weary of his long confinement,lightened 
though it was by a liberal royal allowance,and 
the companionship of his family,made a dash for 
freedom by makeing a rope from the sheets andi 
hangings,and let himself out of the tower wind- 
ok,only to have the rope break,and he fell to 
his death. 

In 1248 his body was taken from England by 
the Abbots of Strata Florida ard Aberconwy,and 
reinterred in the Abbey of Aberconwy. His son, 
Llewelyn succeed his Uncle David at his death in 
L286, Gruffydd and Selena's children.

Liewelyn LLwy,secom child of Gruffydd and 
Selena became Prince of North Wales in 1255,ten 
years after his uncle,Prince David. Llewelyn Li- 
wy died,December 10,1283. He married Eleanor 
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de Montfort,born 1253;died,1283,the daughter of 
Simon de Montfort ,Earl of Leicester(1208-1265) 
and Eleanor ,daughter of King John,of England. 
(her line goes back to William the Conqueror) 
Llewelyn and Bleanor married in 1278,in Warches- 
ter Cathedral,in the present of the King. 
Llewelyn became the last native Prince of North 
Wales,he died(was slain) on December 10,1282, by 
the river Wye,at Brockshire,South Wales,by Step- 
hen Frankton,Who did not know who he had killed 
untill later,and when he recognised the Welsh 
brince,he cut of his head and sent it te the 
King of Englard as proof of his death. The King 
had the head piaced on the tower of London. 

Llewelyn was buried by some of his men on the 
spot where he was killed,in a small open woods 
where no stone marks his grave.(another source 
stated he was buried in the ahbey of Cwn Hir,wh- 
ich is probley right) Eleanor died in childb- 
irth in 1281,and was buried in the friary at 
Llandoes. They had one daughter,Gwenllian,whe 
Was born on June 12,1881. When her father was 
killed,the King. of England had her placed ina 
nunnery at Simperingham,where she died,June 7, 
1337. With no heirs to follow Llewelyn,he was 
the last of the line.(After 1282,the title of 
Prince of Wales,was created for the Prince of 
Englarc) 


There is a claim that there was another child 
of Liewelyn,Catherine,but who kept her from the 
English King after Llewelyn's death? She could 
not have been over 3 years old,and I feel it
